Luxemburg, Tiny 
Free State, Has to 
Remain Passive 


The grand duchy of Luxemburg, 
the tiny independent state between 
Germany, France and Belgium, 
which now contains a host of Ger- 
man soldiery, has less than 1000 
square miles of land—998, according 
to the geographies—and is ruled by 
the Grand Duchess Marie, 20 years 
old. The population of the grand 
duchy in 1900 was 236,543, of which 
20,928 lived in the capital city of 
Luxemburg. 

A treaty signed by the Powers in 
1867 guaranteed the independence of 
Luxemburg, with the provision that 
it should remain forever a neutral 
state. Dispatches say that Ger- 
many has officially assured the 
Luxemburg Minister of State that 
no hostile act against the grand 
duchy is contemplated; but that 
Jermany is merely making a neces- 
sary passage through the grand 
duchy, and is taking measures to 
protect its railroad, which is re- 
garded as a part of the German 
national system. Full indemnity is 
promised for any damage which 

may be done. 

As Luxemburg has no army, and 
as, if it had one, the Germans 
could overpower it with no diffi- 
culty, there is nothing for the Lux- 
emburg folks to do but to sit tight.

I END WAR TILL 
ENEMY WITHDRAWS 


Russian Ruler Tells St. Peters- 
burg Assemblage He Will 
Not Yield. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 3.—The cap- 
ital spent a historic day on Sunday. 
When it became known that a special 
service of prayer was to be celebrated 
at the winter palace, where the Emperor 
was to show himself to the people, an 
extraordinary wave of exultation passed 
over the city, testifying to a desire of 
the public to show their loyalty and 


patriotism. 

Hours before the appointed time for 
the service, a crowd of 100,000 gathered 
at the scene bearing flags, banners, por- 
traits of His Majesty and Macards with 
patriotic inscripticns. 

When the imperial yacht with the Em- 
peror and his family arrived from Peter- 
hof at 4 o’clock in the afternoon, they 
received a tremendous ovation, the peo- 
pule all kneeling and hurrahing as the 
imperial party passed to the palace. 


Makes Solemn Vow. 
When Their Majesties had taken their 


places for the service, the priest read 
the declaration of war, a Te Deum was 
sung for victory for the Russian arme 
and Their Majesties venerated the holy 
cross and the ikon or sacred pjeture. 

The Emperor then addressed) the rep- 
resentatives of the army and fos ina 
brief speech expressing the ca dignity 
with which Russia had received the dec- 
laration of war and the confidence of the 
nation that the war would be carried to 
the desired end. 

“T here declare solemnly.“ the Em- 
peror said, “that I will not make peace 
while a single soldier of the enemy re- 
mains on Russian soil.“ 


InwOkes Blessing. 
His Majesty concluded with words of 


encouragement to the army and by in- 
voking a blessing on their efforts. 

While the Emperor was speaking all 
in attendance fell to their knees and 
many were seen to be sobbing. At the 
close of the service there were renewé4 
hurrahs, and the officers pfesent drew 
their swords and brandished them in the 
air. His Majesty then retired from the 
balcony, where he had been standing, 
but the people remained for a long time 
to continue their cheering.

Declares Greatest Military 


Event Ever Recorded Is 
Is Coming. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Aus. 3.—Gen. Nelson A. 
Miles sald yesterday that the war in 
Europe would be recorded in history as 
the world’s most destructive conflict. 
The General spoke at a meeting of the 
Equity Congress of Greater New York, 
which organized to better the condition 

of negroes. 
When after the meeting the General 


was told that according to evening 
newspapers the German forces had en- 
tered the Duchy of Luxemburg, and 
that cannonading had been heard in the 
North Sea, he said it would be no sur- 
prise to him if the Kaiser's troops 
would make their first movement to- 
ward the French capital. 

“While Germany may not have made 
an actual declaration of war against 
any nation other than Russia, it does 
not follow that the troops would have 
to wait for such a proclamation before 
carrying out their program,“ he said. 
“History shows that a declaration pre- 
ceded only 10 per cent of the wars 
fought. In the Napoleonic wars shots 
were fired before war was proclaimed. 

Greatest Military Event. 

“A war such as is now in course 
of development in Europe will be by far 
the greatest military event ever record- 
ed. At no time have such great na- 
tions with armies of trained men num- 
bering in the millions, and capable of 
bringing into play the most intricate 
death-dealing machinery, been brought 
together.“

Sleepy Holland Quickly 
Mobilizes Her Soldiers 

AMSTERDAM, Aug. 8.—That Holland 
is in the midst of war is evident here. 
On all sides there are signs of military 
preparation. 

The mobilization order by Queen Wil- 
helmina was so readily answered that 
the operation soon was completed. The 
peaceful streets of the sleepy Dutch 
cities present an unwonted aspect. The 
troops are constantly moving and are 
being lodged in the public bulldings.

French diplomatic representatives 
said here today that France had 
known for a week that Germany 
Was secretly mobilizing. They said 
the steps by which the Germans 
prepared their force of eight army 
corps, to be hurled across the bor- 
der of Alsace-Lorraine, were all 
known to France. 

But France took no action until 
Germany had gone so far as to 
leave no question that Germany 
was the aggressor. The most im- 
portant reason for this French 
policy was its bearing on England. 
If France had entered on a war of 
aggression, Great Britain might not 
have been bound to aid France. 
But, the French diplomats say, now 
that France has been attacked, 
there is nothing for Great Britain 
to do but help her ally, France. 
The French official statement 
speaks of a purpose to “claim Brit- 
tish support’’ on this very ground. 


German Cruisers Sighted 
Off Newfoundland Coast 


SYDNEY, N. S., Aug. 3.—- Two German 
cruisers were sighted yesterday off St. 
Pierre, Miquelon. It is believed that they 
are from Mexican or West Indian wat- 
ers. The object of their presence in these 
waters could not be learned. One ex- 
planation of their presence was that 
they were in quest of coal for a trans- 
atlantic voyage.

MANAGERS ACCEPT 
ARBITRATION; RAIL 
STRIKE IS AVERTED 


Their Decision in Wage Dis- 
pute With 55,000 Engine- 
men and Firemen of 98 
Western Railroads Is Pre- 
sented Personally to Presi- 
dent Wilson. 


EXECUTIVE’S APPEAL | 
TO PATRIOTISM WINS 


Federal Board of Mediation 
Notified of Plan, Which 
Employes Also Approve— 
Arbitration Will Be Under 
the Newlands Act. 


By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 3—Managers of 
the Western railways have accepted ar- 
bitration of the wage dispute with their 
enginemen and firemen. 

The decision of the railroad man- 
agers was given personally to Presi- 
dent Wilson today by a committee 
headed by A. W. Trenholm. They 
gave to the President a letter setting 
out their position. 

Immediately after the call of the 
railroad managers, the Federal Board 
of Mediation was notified of the fa- 
vorable outcome. Chairman Chambers 
at once notified the representatives 
of the enginemen and firemen, 

At President Wilson's plea that a 
strike be averted because of the sensi- 
tive situation in the United States as 
the result of the European war crisis, 
the railroad managers visited the 
White House just before noon and ad- 
vised the President they would accept 
the plan proposed by the Federal Board 
of Mediation, which had already been 
passed upon favorably by the repre- 
sentatives of the engineers and firemen. 

The plan provides that the question of 
wages shall be arbitrated. under the 
Newlands. act and that rules and regu- 
lations enforced prior to October, 1913, 


shall be restored. 


President Wilson, before the call of 
the railroad men, had declared that he 
believed the railroad managers would be 
patriotic and that a strike would be 
averted. The managers represented 98 
Western railroads which had been 
threatened with a strike of 55,000 engi- 
neers and firemen. 

President Wilson’s Appeal. 
The President had written the rail- 
road managers, saying: 
In view of the world-wide condi- 
tions, unparalleled in recent history, 
which have arisen within the last few 
days, it is obvious that the suspension 
of business on roa/‘is serving more than 
half the territory of the United States 
would be a calamity incalculable. in 
magnitude. The situation has reached 
a crisis which hardly permits a full 
consideration of the merits of the con- 
troversy’.and I feel that in the circum- 
stances I can appeal with confidence to 
your patriotism and to your regard for 
the public welfare to make whatever 
sacrifice is necessary to avert a na- 
tional disaster.“ 

Reply of the Managers. 
The reply of the managers said: 
Under any ordinary circumstances 
we should feel that our plain duty to 


the interests committed to our charge 


would not merely justify but would re- 
quire us to insist upon a plan of arbi- 
tration that would recognize our right 
to be heard upon claims regularly pre- 
sented on our behalf. But we also ap- 
preciate keenly, as you have pointed 
out, that an unparalleled condition has 
arisen which hardly permits a full con- 
sideration of the merits of our case, and 
which constrains you to ask us to waive 
any decision of merits and accept the 
plon of arbitration proposed by the me- 
diators which you feel convinced of- 
fers under the existing circumstances 
the only possible way of averting a 
disastrous strike upon all the railroads 
of the Western half of the United 
States. 

“In view, therefore, of the situation 
as you have presented it, and of your 
appeal to our patriotism and to our re- 
gard for the public welfare, we beg to 
express to you herewith our acceptance 


of the plan of arVitration proposed.”

to their armies and navies.” Perhaps humanity is 
so constituted that it will fight as long as it is

The view that it is so constituted is one that 
Norman Angell, who expounds go brilliantly the 
idea of peace, not on moral or sentimental 
grounds, but grounds of self-interest, assails with 
especial energy. With the conflagration of a 
continent already reddening the Eastern sky, it 
is worth while recalling one of the powerful pas- 
gages in The Great Illusion:” 

It is commonly asserted that old habits of 
thought can never be shaken; that as men 
have been, so they will be. That of course is 
why we now eat our enemies, enslave their 
children, examine witnesses with a thumbd- 
screw and burn those who do not attend the 
same church In a world where change and 
development Nave been the wuniversal law 
through unthinkable time, where changes take 
place with increasing velocity, the methods 
of yesterday are bound to be the methods of 
rae a I am no prophet, but I beg to 

er. 

Mr. Angell’s summing up of the case for peace 
was 80 striking that in France it was said that 
the effect of his book on conceptions of nation- 
al economics must be the effect of Darwin's 
“Origin of Species” on our conceptions of biology. 
Must we now go back to the biology of the pre- 
Darwinians? 

It the destiny of the people wrs ever settled 
by reason and interest, the influence of such a 
book would be decisive,” sneered hard-headed 
old Max Nordau. “Unhappily, common sense is 
the leact common thing in the world.” Max seems 
to have been right. But will he always be right? 

A Europe pursuing in full cry the illusion had 
become a condition necessary to the discovery 
that it is an illusion. If the most illogical war 
in history, it is also the most logical. The 
thought and effort which two hemispheres have 
devoted to improving the means of killing men 
made it inevitable. Peaceful essay having failed 
to place a limit on militarism, war has under- 
taken to fix a limit. The new enginery of de- 
struction will render it so terrible as to make 
stronger and better efforts for preventing its re- 
petition compulsory. By such ironic epigrams of 
bistory as war in an age of humanity, destiny 
teaches impressive lessons. 

We can console ourselves with the platitude 
that, if it had to come, it might as well come 
now, and in the meantime if we regret, reading 
history, that we could not have beheld as con- 
temporaries the tremendous events of the Napo- 
leonic campaigns, we may be alert as observers 
to our privileges while campaigns greater than 
his impend. 3 

The marvelous new tools of the fighting trade 
will make it a,war of wonders. It will have tre- 
mendous climaxes, stunning surprises. It will ef- 
fect mighty changes in the map of Europe and 
the status of its peoples. We may be sure that 
the patriotic sentiment of each warring country 
which is now supporting its Government with 
such, devotion and sacrifice will not be content 
unless it brings among its other changes bind- 
ing guarantees restricting the burden of arma- 
ments for all time after its close. That is worth 
fighting for. 

Burope may come out of it Republican instead 
of Cossack. 

Our interest in its events will not be lessened 
if we realize the fact that, while a world in arms 
against the yellow peril may yet remain a possi- 
bility, we ere spectators of the last great war 
among the white races. 
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DANGEROUS GUARD RAILS. 
Passengers on the Hodiamont car line have 
noticed that, where the tracks curve for three 
blocks east and one block west of Maple avenue,

The Municipal Voters’ League greatly impaired 
its usefulness when it ceased to be an information 
burgau for the benefit of voters and became a 
candidate picking organization. It is now a 
boreau of personal opinion. 

In its statement to the voters the League's 
Executive Committee, which investigates and 
recommends candidates, saye “the League was or- 
ganized to aid the individual voter in securing in- 
formation respecting the qualifications of candi- 
dates for office.” 

We search the report of the committee in vain 
for an iota of information respecting the qualifica- 
tions of candidates. We find only the name of 
a candidate for each office, selected by the com- 
mittee as the best. There is not a word of in- 
formation respecting 
didates who ought to be defeated by the voters. 

Take the three men whose objectionable offiical 
records were published by the Post-Dispatch— 
Collins for Congress in the Twelfth District; Dave 
Nelson for the State Senate in the Thirty-second 
District, and William J. Schoenlaub for the State 
Senate in the Thirty-fourth District—not. one 
word about their records appears in the League’s 
report. 

As the opponent of Dave Nelson the committee 
picks Chilton Atkinson. 
Breckinridge Long, who is thrown into the dis- 
card with Nelson, and without explanation? Mr. 
Long is a man of excellent character and capacity. 
The committee has not an objection to urge 
against him. Presumably it selects Mr. Atkinson 
because it regarded him as the better vote-getter, 
but this is merely the opinion of the eight mem- 
Sers of the committee. 

In the Republican contest for Prosecuting At- 
torney the committee selects Howard Sidener 
against Arthur H. Bader. Why Sidener? Is there 
anything in the record or affiliations of Mr. Side- 
ner which promises a better administration of 
the office than Bader would give? Sidener’s 
record is not spotless and his affiliations include 
some of the worst elements in politics. Bader, 
while untried, is a clean, capable young man. 

These are two among a number of inexplicable 
selections. 

In the main the committee’s selections are good. 
But will voters follow them without reasons? 
Should they do so? If the voters follow the 
League’s suggestions, how long will they be un- 
tainted by partisan and personal bias, or by per- 
sonal and political interest? | 

We believe that the present committee is com- 
posed of honest men who are striving to pro- 
mote the public welfare. But what guarantee 
is there that the organization will remain honest 
in purpose and method and that its power to 
select candidates for voters without giving reagons 
for its choice will not be abused? 

We cannot conceive of a worse bossism than 
that of eight men, chosen by an irresponsible or- 
ganization, who sit in star chamber and select 
candidates for the voters. Even exceptionally 
good men wielding power of this kind will in- 
evitably err and will be unconsciously influenced 
by personal or political bias. What a danger- 
ous thing such power would be in the hands of 
bad men or even weak men! 

The Post-Dispatch again impresses upon voters 
the importance of forming sound judgments and 
voting their convictions. We can cnly say te 
them. Do not vote for any candidate unless you 
know him to be capable and honest. This counsel 
particularly applies to candidates for the bench.

Thomas Beard, arriving by the May- 
flower in 1623, was the first shoemaker 
to come from England to America. He 
settled at Salem, Mass. 

More than 30,000,000 is now invested 
in American shoemaking and more than 
200,000 wage earners are employed. 

Before 1860 practically every shoemak- 
ing process was a hand proceds. 

Lynn, Mass., with over 100 factories, 
is the leading shoe city of the world. 

Of the world’s boots and shoes, more 
than 47 per cent are made in Massachu- 
setts. 

John Brooks Nichols of Lynn adapted 
the Howe sewing machine to sew the 
uppers of shoes in 1851; and thig was 
the, first important step in the applica- 
tion of machinery to shoemakinfg. 

William F. Trowbridge at Feltonviile, 
now a part of Marlborough, Mass., ap- 
plied horse-power to the shoemakiag 
machinery of 1855. Steam and water 
power came jater. 

The poet Whittier was a sheemaker 
in his youth, Henry Wilson, eighteenth 
Vice-President of the United States, was

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WHAT BOSTON HAS DONDE, 
From the Chicago Herald. 

Of all the subway systems which the 
committee of Chicago Aldermen has in- 
spected and will inspect on its trip— 
those of Boston, New York, Paris and 
London—that of Boston promises to 
prove most instructive. . 

This for the reason that it shows how 
Boston has solved to a great extent a 
problem similar to that which has long 
vexed Chicago—the problem of “loop” 
congestion. 

Boston has, like Chicago, a very 
crowded business section. Perhaps it ts 
more congested than Chicago’s loop,. 
by reason of the extreme narrowness, 


the streets. 

However, to the visitor at least,. this 
congestion seems fairly well relieved by 
the subways built under the business 
section. At a certain distance from th 
section, the Boston surface cars ente 
the subway. At a reasonable distance 
beyond they emerge. 

There is no subway in the New York, 
London and Parts sense—if we except 
the line to Cambridge. But there is a 
co-ordination of surface lines and sub- 
ways that affords a marked relief and 
that has, moreover, the advantage of 
being a comparatively economical ar- 
rangement. 

That Boston, tn spite of the large pop- 
ulation in the city and suburbs, has 
not yet grappled with the construction 
of a complete subway system, is no 
doubt due to a distribution of popula- 
tion that is strikingly unlike that pre- 
sented in New York and extremely simi- 
lar to that which fe presented here in 
Chicago. ; 

In other words, Boston, like Chicago, 
is spread out in three directions from 
its congested business area over a con- 
siderable territory and without the con- 
centration of population in one direction 
which Manhattan Island presents. 

For a complete subway Boston, Une 
Chicago, would thus need not one trunk 
line, like that running through crowded 
Manhattan Island and crossing under 
the river to Atlantic avenue, Brooklyn, 
but about three trunk lines. 

This, of course, in itself is a cons 
eration sufficient to cause the city to

WAR DIVIDES SHIP’S CREW 


Odd Mixture Presages Trouble 


on Board the Saxonia. 
NEW YORK, Aug. 3.—The Saxonia, 
now in port here, appears to be a ship 
divided against itself. The Saxonia is 
one of the Cunard Méediterranean-Adri- 
atic fleet, and sails between New York, 
Naples and the Austro-Hungarian ports 
of Trieste and Fiume. While she flies 
the British flag, the Saxonia has a crew 
which is about one-half Austrian and 
Hungarian. Lieut. Alexander Tanos of 
Budapest is the ship's third officer. 
Capt. Diggle and others of the Sax-’ 
onia’s British officers and sailors are 
subject to call for service in the British 
navy. But if they receive such a call, 
it will mean that their fellow-officers 
and sailors will be their enemies, par- 
ticularly as nearly all the Austrians 
are enrolled reservists. The Saxonia 
will probably sail to Montreal in a few 
days, and if England declares war and 
the Austro-Hungarian contingent is still 
on board, the Britons will probably try 
to make them prisoners.

OF ENTIRE WORLD 


Exchange Hold Sessions; Liver- 
pool Takes Holiday. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Aug. 3.—The Evening 


today, says: 

“As was to be expected, after the ex- 
tensive precautionary measures taken by 
all great markets of the world, before 
the German Emperor definitely threw 
off the mask and took up the sword, to- 
day’s financial situation was one of quiet 
and expectant pause. 

“The British Government did not sus- 
pend the Bank of England act; instead 
it adopted a measure in which it may

erty could be of benefit to the world 
at large. The drawback would not end 
in an increase in the cost of living. 
The world’s money markets would be 
violently deranged, and our own would 
ultimately feel the strain. Higher in- 
terest rates would surely follow the 
wholesale destruction of capital, and 
much of the refinancing of the future 
which has got to oe met would face 
serious obstacles. 

Our foreign trade will be demoral- 
ized. The heavy foreign sales of se- 
curities in this market were the main 
cause of a large influx of old 
amounting for the week to about 
$40,000,000 on the current movement. 
More may be expected to follow, but 
this country fortunately has a large 
supply of the precious metal, and 
these shipments at the moment need 
excite no concern, though if continued 
indefinitely they are sure to induce 
much firmer rates for money. 

The crop movement has already 
begun, and recent events are likely 
to hasten the export movement of 
grain. Wheat has advanced fully 10 
cents and over, which means phenom- 
enal prosperity to the Western far- 
‘mers, especially wheat growers. 

Our am crop is now estimated

W. C. Van Ant- 
werp, member of the Board of Gov- 
ernors, said he believed the exchange 
would remain closed while the Euro- 
pean war was on. 

The financial aspect of the situa- 
tion, he said, was serious. Members 
of the exchange realized that they 
would suffer enormous losses should 
the period of suspension de pro- 
longed, for, while receipts in the 
form of commissions on Stock Ex- 
change transactions would be cut 
off, expenses go on as usual. 

In the cases of some of the larger 
Stock wachange firms these expenses 
run up to $800 to $10,000 daily. 

The general situation has deen 
made more acute by poor business in 
Wall street for many months. This 
reatly cut down receipts of brokers. 
ore than one house has not made 
expenses last year or more. 
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Prices Rise and Fall in an Erratic Way and 
Close One Cent Lower Corn Reflects 
Selling Pressure. 
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The foreign war mfluence was less 
ronounced in the wheat market on the 
erchants’ Exchange Monday, and aft- 
er some minor excitement at the open- 
ing, trading died out. The price range 
was irregular to a sharp fraction lower. 
Corn futures were firm and higher on 
continued adverse crop reports. 
September wheat opened %c lower at 
85%c, then rallied to 8%c; December Mc 
lower at 88%c, with a quick rally to 
Se bid.

The Liverpool market was closed ovcr 
a bank holiday, but cables indicated the 
curb only fractionally changed from 
Saturday. Other foreign markets were 
closed. 

Brokers again demanded wide mar- 
gins on speculative trades, especially 
on the short side, and the uncertainty 
of the future money market was a fac- 
tor mitigating against excessive spec- 
ulative purchases or sales, even by 
large traders. 

The question of the future movement 
of prices again commanded the atten- 
tion of the entire trade. The statement 
of the Armour Grain Co., issued Sat- 
urday, to the effect that a further ad- 
vance in prices was unlikely was cham 
ploned by some traders, while ridiculed 
by others. 

Those advocating a further advance, 
based it on the belief that regardless 
of a general war in Europe and sus- 
pension of much of America’s com- 
merce, means would most certainly be 
found to export our surplus wheat. That’ 
our supplies are badly needed, they said. 
was indicated by last week’s record ex- 
ports of over 9,000,000 bu, and official 
statements that over 50,000,000 bu more 
was contracted for, but unable of ship- 
ment, owing to difficulty in obtaining 
exchange bills or war insurance risks, 
even to neutral ports. 

In support of lower prices, bear 
traders point out that unless export 
shipments are immediately resumed 
a congestion of supplies at domestic 
primary points such as the country 
has never known will result, and 
forced 3 at cut prices be neces- 
sary to work them off to domestic 
consumers, who will economize in 
every way to evade paying present 
prices, 10 to 15 cents higher than 
two weeks ago, in the face 91 a prom- 
ised wheat crop in the United States 
of 500,000,000 du, a record, at the 
same time that the crops in Russia, 
France, Germany and other large 
foreign producing countries have just 
been harvested, which seems to as- 
sure their immediate requirements 
for some time to come.
